Refers to charges 
by CLC secretary 


The Manpower Development and Training Act is being used 
to train people for some jobs which don’t exist, Executive Secre- 
tary Robert S. Ash charged before the Central Labor Council 
Monday night. 

Congressman George P. Miller (D.-Alameda), a guest of the 
labor council, added another indictment on the bill, which he 
said he hoped would be corrected. 

The bill was hardly passed last year, Miller said, when reports 
were received that people were being trained “in states with no 
militant labor organization” in the South to lure factories from 
the North. 

Miller pointed out this was contrary to the true intent of the 
law, which he said was passed to help depressed areas such as 
the coal mining regions of West Virginia, Ohio and Pennsylvania. 

Before the congressman spoke, CLC Executive Secretary Ash 
listed the following as questionable training programs under the 
Manpower Act: 


e In the Bay ‘Area, five classes have al#eHey started 46 train 
about 300 clerk-typists and stenographers, lasting from five to 26 
weeks. Ash questioned whether there weren’t already unemployed 
clerk-typists and stenographers in the area seeking work. 

@ In Monterey, 355 were trained as salespeople for one dis- 
count house, but no one could tell him Ash said, whether these 
people were already unemployed or whether there were already 
eligible salespeople in the area. 

e@ In Lodi, 100 sewing machine operators were being trained— 
and 200 more scheduled to be trained — in the uncertain hope 
of persuading a plant to move there from Los Angeles, Ash said, 
adding he didn’t know what was being done about the jobs of 
the L.A. workers who might be displaced, either. 

e In Eureka, 18 were trained for eight apprentice machinists’ 
jobs, and 10 who didn’t find work came to the Bay Area looking 
for employment. 

e In Fresno, 72 welders were trained before somebody found 
there were over 100 already out of work. 

Ash expressed the hope that such practices have been stopped 
in California. But he indicated he didn’t know about other states. 

Assistant Secretary Norman Amundson added that one year 
training programs were planned under the act for several jobs 
in which apprenticeship normally lasts two or more years. 
CONGRESSMAN MILLER’S TALK 

In his talk to Central Labor Council delegates, Congressman 


' Miller thanked labor for the “splendid support” of his re-election 


campaign and those of other Democrats. 

He also commented that the Cuban crisis had apparently 
passed its peak and that President Kennedy’s efforts had been 
successful. 

But “the same pressures that have plagued us in the past 
will continue to do so in the future,” the congressman predicted. 

Miller said he felt President Kennedy’s “stature has increased 
greatly.” 

He said Democrats lost two seats in the House of Representa-

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A helping hand for those 
who lack union benefits 


“You're either gaining, or you're losing. If you're standing 
still, you're losing.” 

In the eyes of many people, the American labor movement 
has been losing for a good many years — since the organiza- 
tional surge of the ‘30's and the added push of World War II. 

We believe in a dynamic, democratic labor movement. We 
believe labor should not rest until union protection and benefits 
are extended to all Americans. 

The AFLCIO took heed of some of its critics this year 
and promised to launch a massive organizing effort in the Los 
Angeles area. 

In Alameda County, we don't wait around until the AFL- 
CIO (or Hoffa, or somebody else) prods us into doing some- | 
thing. 

We were among the earliest AFL and CIO central bodies 
to form a united labor movement at the county level in 1957. 

Now representatives of all unions are going to meet Dec. 27 
to discuss a major organizing drive. 

As proposed by Robert S. Ash, Central Labor Council 
executive secretary, a joint organizing committee like the one | 
which functioned in Alameda County in the early '40’s may 
be formed. 

At that time, the tremendous influx of World War II 
defense workers challenged the Alameda County labor move- 
ment to organize the unorganized. 

Now automation ana viher changes in our technology and 
economy have made inroads in union jobs and created new 
occupations. Government and service occupations have grown, 
many without union benefits and protections. 

Central Labor Council delegates greeted Ash's proposal 
with spirited applause last week. They know we've a job to do, 
and we're ready to do it. 

This isn't just a matter of making unions bigger, or of 
creating more unions. It’s a matter of helping other Alameda 
County residents up the ladder to a higher, union-won standard 
of living. 


Fair housing in Berkeley? 


There can be no compromising with the harsh realities of 
racial discrimination in our East Bay housing market. These 
policies have created black ghettoes in parts of West Berkeley 
and West Oakland, as well as East Oakland. Such ghettoes 
are breeding places for social unrest and social problems. 

From the conservative standpoint, they are festering sores 
which repeated applications of tax monies never seem to cure. 

From the liberal standpoint, they are blights on the con- 
sciences of all who call themselves Americans. 

It appears that the City of Berkeley wiil lead the way and 
adopt a local ordinance making it illegal to discriminate in the 
sale or rental of houses or apartments. 

If and when this ordinance is adopted, much discrimination 
will disappear. We believe many persons need only a state- 
ment of public policy to give them something to stand on; then 
they'll do what's right without any threat of punishment. 

But the hard core of discriminators — motivated by greed 
or bigotry — will laugh at a law with no teeth in it. 

We hope the Berkeley City Council won't bow before the 
realtors and others who want a law that can't be enforced. 


Railroads thumb their noses 


Ten western railroads and the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission have thumbed their collective noses at the Congress 
of the United States. 

So far, they've gotten away with it except for one lone 
voice crying in the wilderness — the California Public Utilities 
Commission. 

This all came about when Congress allowed a 10 per cent 
federal transportation tax to expire Nov. 15. The railroads 
had been complaining about this “wartime’’ tax for some time, 
saying it discouraged people from travelling. 

Now that the tax has expired, the railroads have decided 
that the public can be damned once more. The public can just 
keep on paying the same amount for rail travel. Only the 10 
per cent will go into the railroads’ pockets, instead of the US. 
treasury. 

For some reason which the newspapers we get never 
bothered to explain, the ICC approved the public-be-damned 
fare hike.

Many who refuse to associate 
themselves with the cooperative 
movement reap benefits, just as 
those who refuse to join unions 
are aided by those same unions 
in attaining better living stand- 
ards. 

Simply by being an untouch- 
able competitor in its field, the 
co-op prevents other suppliers 
of the necessities of life from 
having a free hand at price 
rigging. 

There is plenty of evidence 
that these other suppliers are 
not conscience bound to serve 
people for the lowest possible 
profit. Nor are they above agree- 
ments among themselves. to 
spread the butter heavy on their 
own bread. 

New co-op locations now op- 
erating are in Castro Valley and 
Walnut Creek. I recommend 
that anyone living in these areas 
make themselves acquainted 
with the services offered. 

They are more than grocery 
; stores. There are variety items 
; at all locations, gas stations at 
_ two, a drug store at the Shat- 
tuck Avenue center in Berkeley, 
credit union facilities for all 
Members and, on _ University 
Avenue in Berkeley, a savings 
and loan association with funds 

jto finance the construction or 
purchase of homes. This is also 
an excellent place to do your 
saving at interest as high as 
any in the business. Savings, of 
course, are protected by the 
usual federal insurance. 

Difficult to understand is the 
lack of a cooperative center in 
Oakland. There will be centers 
here as soon as enough interest 
is shown by people here. Many 
do belong and travel to Berkeley 
to shop. As soon as their number 
grows to a large enough group, 
a center will be established 
closer to their homes. 

I hope that by publishing this 
letter enough new memberships 
by Oaklanders will be gained to 
bring an early expansion in this 
direction. 

Why the co-op? This is why:. 
The co-op is not just another 
business looking for your money. 
It is, just as a union is, a group 
of people striving to overcome 
whatever holds back the pro- 
gress of the human race. It uses 
every weapon it can to bring 
about economic democracy. 
Plainly it means a_ greater 
spread of our national wealth. 


so that mass consumption would 
come from being able to afford 
the greater comforts of life? 

The parallel interests of labor 
and co-ops are so many that 
cooperation of the groups should 
also be complete. Indeed, some 
unions have had a great part 
in the success of some co-ops in 
this country. Greater effort is 
needed, and it is my hope that 
it will soon be forthcoming.

SMOG FIGHT 
—END NOT 
IN SIGHT 


In London, England, last week 
over 100 persons died from a 
killer smog. 

In Washington, D.C., last 
week, the National Conference 
on Air Pollution was held. Ex- 
perts were told smog costs the 
nation $7% billion a year. No- 
body knows the toll in lives and 
poor health. 

U.S. Surgeon General Luther 
Terry said: 

“Pollution of the air, that 
fantastic burden of gases, vapors 
and particles, is killing vegeta- 
tion, soiling our cities, eating 
away stone and metal surfaces, 
and increasing our laundry, dry 
cleaning and home mainte- 
nance.” 

LOCAL PROBLEM 

The underlying theme of the 
Washington, D.C., conference 
seemed to be that something 
must be done. But it also seemed 
to be that local action is all 
that’s needed. 

In California, it is obvious 
that local action helps but isn’t 
the whole answer. 

Governor Edmund G. (Pat) 


1/ Brown, in a message sent to the 


Washington, D.C., conference, 
cited the fact that California 


was the first state to have a. 


law requiring autos and trucks 
to have smog control devices. 

But the smog is as bad as 
ever in Oakland, San Francisco 
and Los Angeles, as well as in 
dozens of other cities across the 
nation.

BROWN’S SUGGESTIONS 
Governor Brown urged the 
federal government to: 


@ Remove excise taxes 
auto smog control devices. 

e@ Support more research into 
air pollution causes and control. 

e Curb smoke in diesel trucks 
under its interstate commerce 
powers. 


Four years after its enactment 
California’s program to curb 
auto smog is just getting started. 
The California Motor Vehicle 
Pollution Control Board met 
this week and was expected to 
approve two factory-installed 
devices to curb smog from auto 
crankcases. 


But auto tailpipe exhaust, a 
bigger source of smog, probably 
won’t be controlled until 1967. 
And the Bay Area Air Pollution 
Control District says even this 
hopefully, even though six de- 
vices alleged to reduce tailpipe 
exhaust are now being tested 
by the state. 

INDUSTRIAL SMOG 

The fight against powerful in- 
dustrial groups to curb smog 
from dumps, incinerators and 
factories has been almost as 
slow and painful. 

The smog district is forced by 
its own regulations to move ex- 
tremely slowly, and it doesn’t 
have enough police or enact- 
ment powers. 

In its latest publication, the 
district notes that it is clamping 
down on two big Alameda 
County smog producers, the 
open hearth furnaces at Pacific 
States Steel Corp. in Union City 
and the Judson Steel Corp. in 
Emeryville. 

But the compliance deadline 
to meet the smog district’s re- 
quirements isn’t until Nov. 1, 
1963, in both cases. 

Columbia-Geneva Division of 
U.S. Steel Corp. at Pittsburg has 
until Dec. 15, 1963. 

Meanwhile, our eyes smart, 
and our lungs are filled with 
filth!
